ORDINANCES 


Ald. W. R. C. Smith introduced the fol- 
lowing ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An ordinance to amend Sections 1, 3, 9 
and 12 of an ordinance of the City of 
Lansing entitled, ‘“‘An Ordinance to regu- 
late and control the alcoholic liquor traffic 
within the City of Lansing and to provide 
penalties for the violation thereof.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 1, 8, 9 and 12 of 
an ordinance of the City of Lansing en- 
titled, ‘‘An Ordinance to regulate and con- 
trol the alcoholic liquor traffic within the 
City of Lansing; and to provide penalties 
for the violation thereof,’ are hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Section 1. That for the purpose of this 
ordinance “alcoholic liquor’’ shall be con- 
strued to include any spirituous, vinous, 
malt, or fermented liquor, liquids and com- 
pounds, whether or not medicated, proprie- 
tary, patented, and by whatever names 
called, containing one-half of one per cent 
or more of alcohol by volume which are 
fit for use for beverage purposes. 


“Beer” is hereby defined and construed 
to mean any beverage obtained by alcoholic 
fermentation of an infusion or decoction of 
barley, malt, hops, and/or other cereal in 
potable water. 


‘‘Wine”’ is hereby defined and construed 
to mean the product made by the normal 
alcoholic fermentation of the juice of sound, 
ripe grapes or any other fruit with the 
usual cellar treatment, and containing not 
more than sixteen per cent of alcohol by 
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volume. The term “wine” includes fer- 
mented fruit juices other than grapes. 


“Spirits” are hereby defined and con- 
strued to mean any beverage containing 
aleohol obtained by distillation, mixed with 
potable water and other substances in solu- 
tion, and includes, among other things, 
wine containing an alcoholic content of 
over sixteen per cent by volume. 


“Person” shall be construed to mean any 
person, firm, partnership, association, or 
corporation. 


‘Residential neighborhood” is hereby de- 
fined to mean any locality where thirty 
per cent of the buildings within a radius 
of four hundred feet from a proposed site, 
are used exclusively for residential pur- 
poses. 


“Cabaret” shall mean any space, struc- 
ture, building, or other place, enclosed or 
unenclosed wherein food and/or beer, 
whiskey, wine or other spirituous liquors 
are served for consumption on the premises, 
including restaurants wherein patrons are 
provided with entertainment and/or space 
for dancing. 


Section 3. No license for selling alcoholic 
liquor shall be approved by the City Coun- 
cil except under the following conditions: 


(a) Unless the person applying for a 
license, or each member of the partnership 
or the majority of the stockholders of the 
corporation holding a majority of the stock, 
shall be citizens of the United States AND 
Ly: eaghdeled OF THE STATE OF MICHI- 


l 


-(b) By striking out said sub-section. 


(c) Unless upon premises located in a 
residential neighborhood where beer, wine 
or spirits are sold for consumption on the 
premises there be filed with the City Clerk. 
the written consent of sixty per cent of 
the property owners according to total 
frontage on any public street within a 
radius of three hundred feet of the site 
of the proposed place of business. 


(d) Unless the City Council shall be 
of the opinion that the applicant is a fit 
yon to operate under the license applied 
or. 


(e) Unless the premises for which appli- 
cation is made are confined to the street 
level floor commonly known as the first or 
ground floor, except where said premises 
are located within the fire limits of the 

ity. 


(f) Unless the premises for which appli- 
cation is made shall not be within five 
hundred feet of any church or other place 
of worship or school located outside of the 
fire limits of the City of Lansing. 


Section 9. No dancing or floor shows 
shall be permitted on any premises for 
which a license has been issued for the 
sale of alcoholic liquors, unless a license 
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to operate a cabaret shall. have been ob- 
tained from the City of Lansing, and in- 
strumental music of any kind is prohibited 
after 12 o’clock midnight. 


Section 12. No aleoholic liquor shall be 
offered for sale at any licensed places for 
consumption on the premises on any Sun- 
day OR UPON ANY primary election, 
general election, or municipal election day 
DURING THE HOURS FIXED BY THE 
STATUTES OF THE STATE OF MICHI- 
GAN UNTIL AFTER THE POLLS ARE 
CLOSED.

MAYOR’S MESSAGE—1947 


We can approach the opening of a new 
year of civic endeavor’ with, perhaps, a 
greater degree of enthusiasm toward the 
achievement of those needed public facili- 
ties than we have experienced for a num- 
ber of years. - 

During the latter part of last year the 
various boards and departments submitted 
a list of their proposed needs and the order 
of preference thereon. We should in the 
next few weeks reach a conclusion upon 
the order of importance and need to which 
these projects may be assigned, and the 
funds wholly or partially allocated thereto. 


We have in bonds at the present time 
1,800,000 which can be used for capital 
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improvements, plus the 214 million which 
will be turned over to our general fund by 
the Water and Light Board within the next 
few years. This amount should go far 
toward the improvements that are now 
anticipated. 


Included in our anticipated projects is 
the enlargement of the disposal plant. The 
plans for this are completed and some 
ground work has been done. In view of 
the immediate need for this plant exten- 
sion, work should be released as soon as 
materials are available. Many communi- 
ties throughout the State have found that 
a more equitable basis for supporting the 
operation and maintenance of this type of 
public service is achieved when this serv- 
ice is operated on a utility basis. I, there- 
fore, recommend that the Council give 
direction to this accomplishment. 


Definite commitments should be arrived 
at regarding the Memorial Auditorium and 
the procedure for financing its construc- 
tion. 


I also recommend that early this year 
agreements be entered into with the State 
and Federal Highway Departments for the 
acquisition of right-of-way for the pro- 
posed construction of the Main Street 
Bridge. 


It may be possible to build one or more 
of the buildings needed at our parks or 
playgrounds. 


It would be desirable if work could be 
started on the New Central Fire Station. 
but I recommend that this be held until 
definite costs can be established. 


I recommend the consolidation of the 
City and County Health Departments. More 
State funds could be received through this 
merger and I believe equal efficiency with 
less manpower could be achieved. Many 
of the fees we now charge for specific 
services are much too low to pay the cost 
of these services. This should be taken 
care of. 


Recommendations have previously been 
made for the creation of a department of 
purchases. I suggest that during the budget 
hearings the Council give more considera- 
tion to this proposal. 


We now have before us a most complete 
report relative to off-street parking areas 
which would be desirable for public use. 
I, therefore, recommend that our reserve 
parking meter funds be used for the ac- 
quisition of one or more of these proper- 
ties. 


During the past few years the cost of 
Government has shown a marked increase, 
this is not due to an expanded employee 
personnel or capital improvements, but it 
is due to the monetary values which are 
needed to compensate for materials and 
labor. 


In addition to the final absorption of our 
public debt a small amount of tax mileage 
has been levied each year to care for our 
delayed and necessary improvements. 
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While our City has not been under a tax 
restriction, I believe we should work toward 
a reduction of the property tax. If we can 
maintain the tax returns which are now 
granted to us by the State (and they are 
not excessive in comparison to the amount 
we contribute -toward the operation of 
State Government) our property tax can 
be reduced. 


I wish to thank the members of the City 
Council for another year of full coperation 
and support which you have given to me. 
I also am equally grateful for the good 
support and cooperation which has been 
given by those who form the various boards 
and commissions and all of our City em- 
ployees who have done much in the in- 
terest of a better Lansing.

At a meeting of the Traffic Commission, 
held on Friday, January 10, 1947, the Com- 
mission recommended that the City Council 
amend the Traffic Ordinance to restrict 
parking on the north side of East Saginaw 
Street, from Larch Street east to the 
Pere Marquette and Michigan Central Rail- 
road tracks. 


This recommendation is made in order to 
relieve the congestion now occurring in 
this block due to the large volume of 
traffic, both trucks and vehicular, passing 
through the intersection of Larch and Sagi- 
naw Streets. Parked vehicles on the north 
side of Saginaw Street interfere with turn- 
ing movements at this intersection and 
thereby cause the existing congestion. 


It was also recommended that the Coun- 
cil include this section of Saginaw Street 
in their 1947 program for street widening.

Provided further, that no bowling alley lo- 
cated on the ground floor or above, and 
within ONE hundred feet of any place of 
public worship existing at the time of the 
original application for license shall oper- 
ate on Sunday.

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ORDINANCES 


Ald. W. R. C. Smith introduced the 
following Ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances: 


ZONING 


An ordinance to amend Sections 1, 2, 3, 
4, 5, 6, 6 (A), 7, 8, 8 (A), 9, 10, 11 and 
26 of the ordinance entitled, “An Ordi- 
nance to regulate and restrict the location 
of trades and industries and the location 
of buildings designed for specified uses, to 
regulate and limit the height and bulk of 
buildings hereafter erected or altered, to 
regulate and determine the area of yards, 
courts and other open spaces surrounding 
buildings, to limit and restrict the ‘maxi- 
mum number of families which may be 
housed in dwellings hereafter erected or 
altered, and for said purposes to divide the 
City into districts and within such dis- 
tricts to regulate and restrict the erection, 
construction, reconstruction, alteration, re- 
pair or use of buildings, structures and 
land, to provide for the administration of 
said regulations and to prescribe penalties 
for the violation of the provisions hereof, 
and to ‘provide for the enforcement hereof 
and to repeal the Zoning Ordinance passed 
June 138th, 1927, and all amendments 
thereto . and all other ordinances or parts 
of ordinances in conflict herewith. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 6 (A), 
7, 8, 8 (A), 9, 10, 11 and 26 of the ordi- 
nance entitled, ‘“‘An Ordinance to regulate 
and restrict the location of trades and in- 
dustries and the location of buildings de- 
signed for specified uses, to regulate and 
limit the height and bulk of buildings here- 
after erected or altered, to regulate and 
determine the area of yards, courts and 
other open spaces surrounding buildings, 
to limit and restrict the maximum number 
of families which may be housed in dwell- 
ings hereafter erected or altered, and for 
said purposes to divide the City into dis- 
tricts and within such districts to regulate 
and restrict the erection, construction, re- 
construction, alteration, repair or use of 
buildings, structures and land, to provide 
for the administration of said regulations 
and to prescribe penalties for the violation 
of the provisions hereof, and to provide for 
the enforcement hereof, and to repeal the 
Zoning Ordinance passed June 13th, 1927, 
and all -amendments thereto and all other 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict herewith,’’ are hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


SECTION 1 


Definitions 


For the purpose of this ordinance, cer- 
tain terms and words are herewith de- 
fined as follows: 
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Words used in the present tense include 
the future; words in the singular include 


the plural number, and words in the plural 


number include. the singular number ; the 
word “building”? includes the word “‘struc- 
ture”; the word ‘shall’? is mandatory and 
not directory. (Any word not herein de- 
fined shall be construed as defined in the 
Housing Code of Michigan, Act 167, Public 
Acts of 1917, and amendments thereto.) . 


Accessory Building: A subordinate build- 
ing or portion of main building, the use 
of which is incidental to that of the main 
building. 


Alley: A way which affords only a sec- 
ondary means of access to abutting prop- 
erty. 


Apartment House: See Multiple Dwell- 
Ing. 


Apartment: a—-A one room apartment 
is herein defined as an apartment contain- 
ing one livable room. 


b—A two or more rom apartment is one 
having two or more livable rooms. 


Basement: A story having part but not 
more than one-half (44) its height below 
grade. A basement is counted as a story 
for the purpose of height regulations, if 


subdivided and used for business or dwell- . 


ing purposes by others than a janitor em- 
ployed on the premises. 


Boarding House: A building other than 
a hotel, where, for compensation and by 
prearrangement for definite periods, meals, 


or lodgings and meals, are provided for _. 


three (3) or more peérsons, but not ex- 
ceeding twenty (20) persons. ‘ 


Building, Height of: The vertical dis- 
tance measured from the curb level to the 
highest point of the roof surface if a flat 
roof; to the deck line of mansard roofs; 
and to the mean height level between eaves 
and ridge for gable, hip, and gambel roofs. 
For buildings set back from the street line 
the height of the building may be measured 
from the average elevation of the finished 
grade along the front of the building. 


Building: A structure having a roof 
supported by columns or walls and when 
separated by a division wall without open- 
ings, each portion of such building shall 
be deemed a separate building, except as 
provided in Section 19. 


Cellar: A story having more than one- 
half (44) of its height below the average 
level of the adjoining ground. A cellar 
shall not be counted as a story for pur- 
poses of height measurement. 


= 
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Curb Level: The level of the established 
curb in front of the building measured at 
the center of such front. Where no curb 
has been established the city engineer shall 
establish such curb level or its equivalent 
for the purpose of this ordinance. 


District: Any section of the City of Lan- 
sing for which the regulations governing 
the use of buildings and premises or the 
height and bulk of buildings or the maxi- 
mum number of families are uniform. 


Dwelling: Any building, or portion 
thereof, which is designed or used exclu- 
sively for residential purposes. 


Dwelling, One-Family: A detached 
building designed for or Senne? exclu- 
sively by one family. 


Dwelling, Two-Family: A detached or 
semi-detached building designed for or 
occupied exclusively by two families, living 
independently of each other. 


Dwelling, Multiple: A building or por- 
tion thereof used or designed as a residence 
for three or more families living inde- 
pendently of each other, and doing their 
own cooking in said building, including 
apartments, apartment hotels and. group 
houses. 


Family: One or more persons occupy- 
ing a premises and living as a single house- 
keeping unit, as distinguished from a group 
occupying a boarding house, a lodging 
house, or hotel, as herein defined. 


Filling Station: Any building or premises 
used solely or principally for. the storing, 
dispensing, sale or offering for sale at 
retail of any automobile fuels or oils. 


Frontage: All the property on one side 
of a street or place between two intersect- 
ing streets or places (crossing or terminat- 
ing) measured along the line of the street 
or place, or if the street or place be dead- 
ended then all of the property abutting on 
one side between an intersecting street or 
place and the dead-end of the street or 
place. 


Garage, Private: An accessory building 
designed or used for the storage of not 
more than three (3) motor-driven vehicles 
owned and used by the occupants of the 
building to which it is accessory. 


Garage, Public: Any premises, except 
those described as a private or storage 
garage, used.for the storage or care of 
self-propelled vehicles, or where any such 
vehicles are equipped for operation, repair- 
e dor kept for remuneration, hire or sale. 
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Garage, Storage: A building or portion 
thereof designed or used exclusively for 
term storage by prearrangement of motor- 


driven vehicles, as _ distinguished from. 
daily storage furnished transients, and at. 


which motor fuels and oils are not sold, 
and motor-driven vehicles are not equipped, 
repaired, hired or sold. 


Group Houses: A group of dwellings not 
more than two rooms deep facing upon a 
place as herein defined. 


Grade: a—For buildings having walls 
adjoining one street only the elevation of 
the sidewalk at the center of the wall 
adjoining the street. 


b—For buildings having walls adjoining 
more than one street the average of the 
elevation of the sidewalk at the centers of 
all walls adjoining the streets. 


e—For buildings having no wall adjoin- 
ing the street the average level of the 
finished surface of the ground adjacent to 
the exterior walls of the building. 


Any wall approximately parallel to and 
not more than five (5) feet from a street 
line is to be considered as adjoining the 
street. 


Home Occupation: Any occupation or 
profession carried on by a member of a 
family, residing on the premises, in con- 
nection with which there is used no sign 
other than one non-illuminated name plate 
attached to the building entrance which 
is not more than one square foot in area; 
provided that no commodity is sold upon 
the premises; provided that no person is 
employed other than a member of the im- 
mediate family residing on the premises; 
provided that no mechanical equipment is 
installed except such that is normally for 
purely domestic or household purposes; and 
provided that not over twenty-five (25%) 
per cent of the total actual floor area of 
any story is used for home occupation or 
professional purposes. That a home occu- 
pation be permitted when approval of a 
majority of all the residents living in the 
block on both sides of the street is given, 
together with approval of the City Plan 
Commission, such permission to be on a 
year to year basis. 


Hotel: A building occupied as the more 
or less temporary abiding place of indi- 
viduals who are lodged with or without 
meals and in which there are more than 
twelve (12) sleeping rooms usually occupied 
singly and no provision made for cooking 
in any individual room or apartment. 


Lodging House: A building where lodg- 
ing only is provided for compensation to 
three (3) or more, but not exceeding 
twenty (20) persons, in contradistinction 
to hotels open to transients. 
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Lot of Record: A lot which is a part 
of a subdivision, the map of which has 
been recorded in the office of the Register 
of Deeds of Ingham County, or a lot de- 
scribed by metes and bounds, the deed to 
which has been recorded in the office of 
the Register of Deeds of Ingham County. 


Lot: Land ogcupied or to be occupied 
by a building and its accessory buildings 
together with such open spaces as are re- 
quired under this ordinance and having its 
principal frontage upon a street or offici- 
ally approved place. 


Corner Lot: A lot situated at the junc- 
tion of two or more streets or places. 


Interior Lot: A lot other than a corner 
ot. 


Through Lot: An interior lot having 
frontage on two parallel or approximately 
parallel streets. 


Let Lines: The lines bounding a lot. 


Non-Conforming Use: Any building or 
land lawfully occupied by a use at the time 
of passage of this ordinance or amend- 
ments thereto which does not conform after 
the passage of this ordinance or amend- 
ments thereto with the use regulations of 
the district in which it is situated. 


PARKING SPACE: AN ACCESSIBLE 
AREA, EITHER GARAGE OR _ SUR- 
FACED AREA, NOT LESS THAN EIGHT 
(8) FEET IN WIDTH AND TWENTY 
(20) FEET IN: LENGTH WHICH CAN BE 
USED FOR PARKING A MOTOR VE- 
HICLE AT ALL TIMES. 


Place: An open unoccupied space other 
than a street or alley permanently reserved 
as the principal means of access to abut- 
ting property. 


Stable, Private: A stable with capacity 
for not more than two horses, provided, 
however, that the capacity of a private 
stable may be increased if the premises 
whereon such stable is located contains an 
area of not less than five thousand (5,000) 
square feet for each horse accommodated. 


Stable, Public: A stable, other than a 
private stable, with a capacity for more 
than two horses. 


Story: That portion of a building in- 
cluded between the surface of any floor and 
the surface ‘of the floor next above it, or 
if there be no floor above it, then the space 
between such floor and the ceiling next 
above it. 
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Story—Half: A space under a sloping 
roof which has-the line of intersection of 
roof decking and wall face not more than 
three (3) feet above the top floor level, 
and in which space not more than two- 
thirds of the flor area is finished off for 
use. A _ half-story containing independent 
apartment ow living quarters shall be 
counted as a full story. 


Street: All property dedicated or in- 
tended for public or private street purposes 
or subject to public easements :therefor. 


Structure: Anything constructed or 
erected, the use of which requires more or 
less permanent location on the ground or 
attached to something having a permanent 
location on the ground. When a structure 
is divided into separate parts by an un- 
pierced wall, each part shall be deemed a 
separate structure. 


Structural Alterations: Any change in 
the supporting members of a building such 
as bearing walls, columns, beams or girders, 
or any substantial changes in the roof and 
exterior walls. 


Trailer or Tourist Camp: An area con- 
taining one or more structures designed pr 
intended to be used as temporary living 
facilities of two or more families and in- 
tended primarily for automobile transients 
or providing spaces where two or more 
tents or auto trailers can be parked pro- 
vided that no person or family occupies 
the parking or living facilities of such a 
camp for more than thirty (380) consecu- 
tive days. 


Yard: An open space on the same lot 
with a building unoccupied and unobstruct- 
ed from the ground upward, except as 
otherwise provided herein. The measure- 


ment of a yard shall be construed as the | 


minimum horizontal distance between the 
lot line and the building or structure. 


Front Yard: A yard extending across 
the front of the lot between the inner side 
yard lines and measured between: 


(a) The front line of the lot and the 
nearest point of the building, and 


(b) The front line of the lot and the 
nearest point of any open, unenclosed porch 
or paved terrace. 


Rear Yard: A yard extending across the 
rear of a lot measured between lot lines 
and being the minimum horizontal] distance 
between the rear lot line and the rear of 
the main building or any projections other 
than steps, unenclosed balconies or un- 
enclosed porches. On corner lots the rear 
yard shall be considered as parallel to 
the street upon which the lot has its least 
dimension. On both corner lots and in- 
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terior lots the rear yard shall in all cases 
be at the opposite end of the lot from the 
front yard. 


Yard, Side: A yard between the side 
lot line and the nearest side line of the 
dwelling and extending from rear line of 
dwelling to the front lot line. 


SECTION 2 


Districts 


In order to regulate and restrict the loca- 
tion of buildings and other structures and 
of premises to be used for trade, industry, 
residence or other specified uses, to regu- 
late and limit the height and bulk of build- 
ings and other structures hereafter erected 


or altered, to regulate and determine set-— 


back building lines and the area of yards 
and other open spaces, the City of Lansing 
is hereby divided into districts of which 
there shall be TEN (10) known as: 


“A” One-Family District 

“B” Residence District 

“C”  Two-Family District 

“DM” MULTIPLE DWELLING DISTRICT 
“PD” Apartment District 

“E” Apartment-Shop District 

“F” Commercial District 

“G”’ Business District 

“H” Light Industrial District 


7" Heavy Industrial District 


The boundaries of the districts are shown 
upon the map attached hereto and made a 
part of this ordinance, which map is desig- 
nated as the “District Map.” The district 
map and all the notations, references and 
other information shown thereon are a part 
of this ordinance and have the same force 
and effect as if the district map and all 
the notations, references and other in- 
formation shown thereon were all fully set 
forth or described herein, which district 
map is properly attested and is on file with 
the Clerk of the City of Lansing, Michigan. 


‘ All territory which may hereafter be 
annexed to the City of Lansing shall be 
considered as being in the ‘‘A’”’ One-Family 
District until otherwise changed by ordi- 
nance. ; 


Except as hereinafter provided: 


(1) No building’ shall be erected, con- 
verted, enlarged, reconstructed or struc- 
turally altered nor shall any land be used 

which does not comply with all the district 
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regulations established by this ordinance 
for a district in which the building or land 
is located. 


(2) No building shall be erected, con- 
verted, reconstructed or structurally alter- 
ed to exceed the height or bulk limit herein 
established for the district in which ‘such 
building is located. 


(3) No building shall be erected, con- 


verted, reconstructed or structurally altered 


so as to intrude upon the area required for 
the front, side and rear yards as herein 
established; provided further that no yard 
or open space on adjoining property shall 
be considered as providing a yard or open 
space for a lot wherever a building is to 
be erected. 


(4) No lot area shall be so reduced or 
diminished that the yards or other open 
spaces shall be smaller than prescribed by 
this ordinance, nor shall the density of 
population be increased in any manner ex- 
cept in conformity with the area regula- 
tions as hereinafter provided, nor shall the 
area of any lot be reduced below the mini- 
mum requirements herein established. 


(5) Every building hereafter erected or 
structurally altered shall be located on a 
lot as herein defined and in no case shall 
there be more than one main building and 
the customary accessory building on one 
lot except as hereinafter provided. 


SECTION 38 
Use Regulations 
“A” One-Family District 


In the “A” One-Family District no 
building or land shall be used and no 
building shall be hereafter erected, con- 
verted or structurally altered, unless other- 
wise provided in this ordinance, except for 
one or more of the following uses: 


(1) One-Family dwellings. 
(2) Public parks and playgrounds. 


(3) Public schools, elementary and high, 
and other educational institutions with 
curriculum equivalent to a public elemen- 
tary school or public high school. 


(4) Golf courses, except miniature 
course, operated for commercial purposes. 


(5) Nurseries and truck gardening, but 
not the raising of poultry, pets or live- 
stock for strictly commercial purposes or 
on a scale that would be objectionable be- 
cause of noise or odor to surrounding resi- 
dences. 


(6) Accessory buildings, including one 
private garage or private stable when 
located not less than sixty (60) feet from 
the front lot line, or a private garage con- 
structed as a part of the main building 
OR CONNECTED THERETO BY A COV- 
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ERED BREEZE-WAY. All such garages 


or subordinate structures shall be erected 
and maintained only as accessories to the 
dwelling situated on the same lot or 
grounds, and shall not involve the conduct 
of a business. 


(7). Temporary buildings for uses inci- 
dental to construction work, which build- 
ings shall be removed upon the completion 
or abandonment of the construction work. 


(8) Home occupations and _ accessory 
buildings and uses customarily incident to 
the above uses including a private garage. 
Any accessory building that is not a part 
of the main structure shall be located not 
less than sixty (60) feet from the front 
lot line. 


(9) Bulletin boards and signs, provided, 
however, that no bulletin board nor sign 
exceeding ten (10) square feet in area ap- 
pertaining to the lease, hire or sale of a 
building or premises nor advertising sign 
of any other character shall be permitted 
in any “A” One-Family District. 


In any “A” One-Family District, no 
show, meeting, entertainment, exhibition, 
or religious service of any kind, shall be 
held under canvas or in the open air unless 
there.is first filed with the Building: Com- 
missioner the written consent of the own- 
ers of sixty (60) per cent of all residential 
property within a radius of four hundred 
feet from the place of such meeting. 


PARKING REGULATIONS:  WHEN- 
EVER A STRUCTURE IS ERECTED, 
CONVERTED, OR STRUCTURALLY 
ALTERED WITHIN THIS DISTRICT, 
PARKING SPACE SHALL BE _ PRO- 
VIDED TO AT LEAST THE MINIMUM 
_ STIPULATED BELOW FOR THE USE 
INTENDED. 


ONE-FAMILY DWELLING: ONE (1) 
PARKING SPACE ON THE LOT. 


SCHOOLS: ONE (1) PARKING SPACE 
ON THE LOT FOR EACH FOUR (4) 
SEATS IN THE MAIN AUDITORIUM, 
GYMNASIUM, STADIUM OR ASSEMBLY 
ROOM, WHICHEVER IS THE GREATER. 


GOLF COURSES: TWO (2) PARKING 
SPACES, ON THE LOT, FOR EACH 
HOLE IN THE COURSE OR ONE (1) 
PARKING SPACE FOR FACH FOUR 
SEATS IN THE DINING AND REFRESH- 
MENT AREAS, WHICHEVER IS THE 
GREATER. 


SECTION 4 
Use Regulations 


“B”’ Residence District 


In the “B’”’ Residence District, no build- 
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ing or land shall be used and no building 
shall be hereafter erected, converted or 
structurally altered; unless otherwise pro- 
vided in this ordinance, except for one or 
more of the following uses: 


(1) Any use permitted in the “A” One- 
Family District. 


(2) Libraries. 


(3) Churches. 


(4) Community centers owned and oper-. 


ated by public agencies. 


(5) Accessory buildings, including one: 


private garage or private stable when 
located not less than sixty (60) feet from 
the front lot line, or a private garage con- 
structed as a’ part of the main building 
OR CONNECTED THERETO BY A 
COVERED BREEZE-WAY. All such gar- 
ages or subordinate structures shall be 
erected and maintained only as accessories 
to the dwelling situated on the same lot 
or grounds, and shall not involve the con- 
duct of a business. 


In any “B” Residence District, no show, 
meeting, entertainment, exhibition, or reli- 
gious service of any kind, shall be held 
under canvas or in the open air unless 
there is first filed with the Building Com- 
missioner the written consent of the own- 
ers of sixty (60) per cent of all residential 
property within a radius of four hundred 
feet from the place of such meeting. 


PARKING REGULATIONS:  WHEN- 
EVER A STRUCTURE IS_ ERECTED, 
CONVERTED, OR STRUCTURALLY AL- 
TERED WITHIN THIS DISTRICT, PARK- 
ING SPACE SHALL BE PROVIDED TO 
AT LEAST THE MINIMUM _  STIPU- 
LATED BELOW FOR THE USES IN- 
TENDED. 


ALL PARKING REGULATIONS RE- 
QUIRED IN SECTION 3. 


LIBRARIES: ONE (1) PARKING 
SPACE ON THE LOT FOR EACH FOUR 
(4) SEATS IN ALL READING AREAS. 


CHURCHES: CATHEDRALS, TEM- 
PLES, CHAPELS, SYNAGOGUES, ETC., 
ONH (1) PARKING SPACE ON THE 
LOT, OR WITHIN THREE HUNDRED 
(300) FEET THEREOF, FOR EACH 
FOUR (4) SEATS IN THE MAIN AUDI- 
TORIUM OR WORSHIP ROOM.

Non-Conforming Uses 


The lawful use of land and advertising 
signs and bulletin boards which do not con- 
form to the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be discontinued within one year from 
the date of the approval of this ordinance, 
and the use of land and signs and bulletin 
boards which become non-conforming by 
reason of a subsequent change in this ordi- 
nance shall also be discontinued within one 
year from the date of the change. The 
lawful use of a building existing at the 
time of the effective date of this ordinance 
may be continued although such use does 
not conform to the provisions hereof. If 
no structural alterations are made, a non- 
conforming use of a building may be 
changed to another non-conforming use of 
the same or.of a more restricted classifi- 
cation.

Gentlemen: 


At a meeting of the Traffic Commission 
held on Friday, March 21, the Commission 
considered the resolution of Alderman W. 
R. C. Smith concerning the erection of 
signals on Pine Street. 


The Commission has felt for some time 
that more traffic could be encouraged to 
use Pine Street than is now doing so if 
additional protection is given at several of 
the cross streets. 


At the present time traffic on Pine Street 
is made to stop at Ottawa Street and 


Shiawassee Street and is controlled by 


traffic signals at Kalamazoo and Saginaw 
Streets. 


It is the recommendation of the Com- 
mission that the installation of signals be 
made at the Allegan, Ottawa and Shia- 
wassee Street intersections of Pine Street. 
A progressive timing could be put into 
effect allowing traffic to move at a given 
speed from Kalamazoo Street to Saginaw 


| Street. This would also provide additional 


protection at Shiawassee Street at which 
several serious accidents have already oc- 
curred. 
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Part of the equipment needed for these 
installations can be financed in the cur- 
rent year’s budget with the additional cost 
provided for in the 1947-1948 budget.

Total appropriations 
amount to $4,003,139.23 and from this 
total is deducted $1,871,578.77 of estimated 
revenues from sources other than the Gen- 
eral Property Tax leaving a net total of 
$2,131,560.46 to be raised by taxation. 


This is a decrease in the tax levy of 
$136,789.70 under last year. This budget 
includes appropriations for improvements 
in the amount of $1,157,500.00 which 
an increase over last year of over $265,- 
000.00. Also included are Salary and Wage 
increases of approximately $75,000.00 in- 
cluding pension cost. A general salary 
increase of $100.00 per year is provided 
for yearly salaried employees and a 5c per 
hour general increase for hourly employees. 


This budget also provides $32,540.00 for 
additional personnel including 4 firemen, 
4 patrolmen, 3 typist clerks for the Police 
Department, a Women’s Recreation Direc- 
tor for the Park Department and a Sec- 
retary Analyst for the Planning Commis- 
sion.

ORDINANCES 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by Ald. W. R. C. Smith, read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances: 


An ordinance to amend Sections 2, 3 and 
6 of the ordinance entitled, “An Ordinance 
regulating and controlling all matters con- 
cerning or pertaining to plumbing in the 
City of Lansing. Creating a Board of 
Plumbing and the office of Plumbing In- 
spector. Repealing all ordinances incon- 
sistent with this ordinance.” : 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 2, 3 and 6 of the 
ordinance entitled, “‘An Ordinance regu- 
lating and controlling all matters concern- 
ing or pertaining to plumbing in the City 
of Lansing. Creating a Board of Plumbing 
and the office of Plumbing Inspector. Re- 
pealing all ordinances inconsistent with 
this ordinance,”’ are hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


Section 2. The MAYOR WITH THE 
ADVICE AND CONSENT OF THE COUN- 
CIL of the City of Lansing shall appoint 
a Board of Plumbing to serve for a term 
of two years. The Board of Plumbing shall 
consist of five members, of whom one shall 
be THE CHAIRMAN OF THE COMMIT- 
TEE ON HEALTH OF THE CITY COUN- 
CIL, one City Engineer, one an active 
employing master plumber of ten years 
experience, one an active journeyman li- 
censed plumber of like qualifications, and 
one a citizen of the City of Lansing hal 
is not engaged in the plumbing or build- 
ing business. The said Board of Plumbing 
shall create its own organization having 
a President and Secretary. 


Section 38. The MAYOR WITH THE 
ADVICE AND CONSENT OF THE COUN- 
CIL shall appoint an Inspector or 'n- 
spectors of Plumbing to carry out the 
provisions of this Ordinance at a salary 
to be fixed by said CITY COUNCIL. The 
said Plumbing Inspector shall have the 
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qualifications of having a journeyman’s li- 
cense for at least ten years prior to the 
time of his appointment; the said BOARD 
OF PLUMBING shall prescribe his duties 
and fix his term of office. The Inkbpector 
shall personally inspect all plumbing work 
that is being installed or altered and shail 
perform such duties as shall re required 
of him by the BOARD OF PLUMBING. 


Section 6. The Board of Plumbing shall 
propose rules and regulations, including a 
schedule of permit and inspection fees, for 
the installation and alteration of plumbing. 
Such rules and regulations shall be sub- 
mitted for approval to the City Council 
and when approved shall be known as Code 
of rules regulating plumbing and drainage 
in the City of Lansing, Michigan, and in 
the Metropolitan District of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, as designated in Act 
167, P.A. 1917 and Act 260, P.A. 1933.

Total appropriations 
amount to $4,003,139.23 and from this 
total is deducted $1,871,578.77 of estimated 
revenues from sources other than the Gen- 
eral Property Tax leaving a net total of 
$2,131,560.46 to be raised by taxation. 


This is a decrease in the tax levy of 
$136,789.70 under last year. This budget 
includes appropriations for improvements 
in the amount of $1,157,500.00 which is 
an increase over last year of over $265,- 
000.00. Also included are Salary and Wage 
increases of approximately $75,000.00 in- 
cluding pension cost. A _ general salary 
increase of $100.00 per year is provided 
for yearly salaried employees and a 5c per 
hour general increase for hourly employees. 


This budget also provides $32,540.00 for 
additional personne! including 4 firemen, 
4 patrolmen, 3 typist clerks for the Police 
Department, a Women’s Recreation Direc- 
tor for the Park Department and a Sec- 
retary Analyst for the Planning Commis- 
sion.

ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinances were intro- 
duced by Ald. W. R. C. Smith, read a 
first and second time by their title and 
referred to the Committee on Ordinances. 


Change in Name of Street 


An ordinance -to change the name of 
Highmont Street to North High Street in 
the City of Lansing. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the name of a street 
heretofore known as Highmont Street shall 
Ee and is hereby changed to North High 

treet. 


Taxicab Ordinance 


An ordinance to amend Sections 3 and 
8 of an ordinance entitled, “‘An Ordinance 
to license and regulate taxicab owners and 
taxicab drivers, to prescribe conditions un- 
der which they: may do business on the 
streets of the City of Lansing; to fix the 
rates of fare charged for the use of such 
vehicles, to provide for traffic regulations 
governing same; to require the installing 
of meters thereon, and ta provide penalties 
for violation thereof.”’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 3 and 8 of an ordi- 
nance entitled, “An Ordinance to license 
and regulate taxicab owners and taxicab 
drivers, to prescribe conditions under which 
they may do business on the streets of the 
City of Lansing; to fix the rates of fare 
charged for the use of such vehicles, to 
provide for traffic regulations governing 
same; to require the installing of meters 
thereon, and to provide penalties for viola- 
tion thereof,” are hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


Section 3. The City Clerk is hereby 
authorized to grant licenses for the pur- 
pose aforesaid to any citizen of the United 
States, who is a resident of the State of 
Michigan and of the age of 21 years and 
upward, and of good moral character, or 
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to any corporation or co-partnership auth- 
orized to operate taxicabs in accordance 
with the laws of the State of Michigan, 
subject to the following conditions: 


(a) Approval by the City Council of 
the issuance of such licenses, which ap- 
proval may be withheld whenever additional 
taxicabs are not required to serve the 
public necessity or convenience. 


(b) Upon applicant’s executing and fil- 
ing with the City Clerk a bond: to the City 
of Lansing in the sum of $5,000, with 
proper and adequate sureties, conditioned 
that each taxicab will be operated in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the laws 
of the State of Michigan and the Charter 
and Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
and that any judgment rendered in any 
court against such applicant or the driver 
of any taxicab, arising out of damage or 
injury to any person or property caused 
by the negligent operation of any such 
taxicab, will be paid. Any person damni- 
fied by the negligent operation of any taxi- 
cab belonging to the applicant, whether 
operated on lease from the applicant or 
otherwise, may, in the name of the City 
of Lansing but at his own sole costs and 
charges, institute an action upon the same. 


(c) Further, upon filing with the City 
Clerk proper evidence, which shall include 
a copy of the policy, that the applicant has 
procured insurance in an insurance com- 
pany permitted to do business in the State 
of Michigan, which insurance contraat 
guarantees the payment of that part of 
any judgment against the applicant or an 
individual driver of any such taxicab, over 
and above the initial sum of $5,000, with 
a maximum liability on the part of such 
insurance company of $10,000 for any one 
person and $20,000 for any one accident, 
which said insurance contract shall cover 
any liability or bodily injuries or death 
occurring from the negligent operation of 
any such taxicab. 


(d) Such policy shall bear an endorse- 
ment to thé effect that the insurance com- 
pany shall notify the City Clerk at least 
ten days before the expiration of such 
policy, whether by way of cancellation or 
limitation of term. 


(e) Filing with the City Clerk the num- 
ber of taxicabs to be operated under such 
license if granted and a description of each, 
including the maker’s name, serial num- 
ber, model, year and accounting number. 


(f) Payment to the City Treasurer of 
the sum of $25.00 for each taxicab to be 
kept and used as aforesaid for public hire. 


Such license or licenses shall expire on 


the 80th day of April of each year, but 


shall be revocable by the City Council for 
proper cause. 


When such license shall be granted, there 
shall be issued to be affixed to the rear of 
all taxicabs operated under such license, 
a metal license plate not exceeding six 
inches in length, which shall bear the 
license number of the taxicab and the de- 
sign of which shall be changed annually. 
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No taxicabs shall be used or operated 
by licensee in excess of the number speci- 
fied in the application for license without 
a showing of public convenience and néres- 
sity and the approval of the City Council. 


Section 8. Every public taxicab driven 
upon the streets of the City of Lansing, 
seating five passengers or less, shall have 
affixed thereto a taximeter of a size and 
design approved by the Mayor and Chief 
of Police. 


(a) No license shall be issued to a taxi- 
eab until the taximeter attached thereto 
shall have been inspected and found to be 
accurate. ° 


(b) No person shall use or permit to be 
used upon any taxicab a taximeter which 
shall be in such a condition as to be over 
five. (5) per cent incorrect to the pre- 
judice of any passenger. 


(c) No taximeter affixed to a _ public 
taxicab propelled by steam, gasoline or 
electricity or other motor power shall be 
operated from any wheel to which the 
power is applied. 


(d) After sundown the face of every 
taximeter shall be illuminated by a suit- 
able light so arranged as to throw a con- 
tinuous steady light thereon. 


(e) No person shall use or permit to 
be used, or drive for hire a public taxicab 
equipped with a taximeter the case of 
which is unsealed and not having its cover 
and gear intact. 


(f) No driver of the public taxicab 
equipped with a taximeter while carrying 
passengers or under employment shall dis- 
play the signal affixed to such taximeter 
or other similar device in such position as 
to denote such vehicle is not employed, or 
in such ‘position as to denote that he is 
employed at a rate of fare different from 
that which he is entitled under the pro- 
visions of this article. 


({g) No person shall drive a public taxi- 
cab to which is attached a taximeter that 
has not been duly inspected and approved.

I believe the same measure of safety, 
as thought of by the Traffic Commission, 
could be arrived at within the existing 
parking area by the elimination of one or 
two parking spaces. 


Closer check on existing parking spaces 
will eliminate unnecessary parking. 


I believe the opening of this driveway 
will cause the following result: Eliminate 
three parking spaces on Michigan Avenue 
which serve at least thirty public cars per 
day. Add to traffic congestion on Michigan 
Avenue and make an undesirable cut in the 
sidewalk.

ORDINANCES

TITLE 


An ordinance providing for the licensing 
and regulation of MUSIC boxes and mech- 
anica] amusement devices, prohibiting the 
operation of gambling machines, games of 
chance, and machines which vend articles 
capable of being used in firearms, pro- 
viding for the revocation of such licenses 
and providing penalties for the violation 
thereof, ~ 


Section 1. Definition of Terms. As used 
in this ordinance, unless the context other- 
‘wise indicates. 


(a) The term “MUSIC box” shall mean 
any music vending machine, INSTRU- 
MENT, contrivance or device which, upon 
the insertion of a coin, slug, token, plate, 
dise or key into any slot; crevice, or other 
opening, or by the payment of any price, 
operates or may be operated for the emis- 
sion of songs, music or similar amusement. 


(b) The term “mechanical amusement 
device” shall mean any machine, which, 
upon insertion of a coin, slug, token, plate 
or disc, may be operated by the public 
generally for use as a game, entertainment 
of amusement, whether or not registering a 
score. It shall include such devices as 
marble machines, pinball machines, skill 
ball, mechanical grab machines and all 
games, operations, or transactions similar 
thereto under what ever name they may 
be indicated. ' , 


(c) The term “person”? as used herein 
shall include any person, firm, corporation 
or association in whose place of business 
any such box or device -is placed for use 
by the public. 


(d) THE TERM “EXHIBITOR” SHALL 
INCLUDE ANY PERSON, FIRM OR COR- 
PORATION WHICH OPERATES OR EX- 
HIBITS ONE OR MORE MUSIC BOXES 
OR MECHANICAL AMUSEMENT DE- 
VICES FOR PUBLIC PATRONAGE, 
WITHIN THE CITY OF LANSING, AT 
ANY ONE LOCATION. 


Section 4. License Required. Any person 
displaying for public patronage or keeping 
for operation any MUSIC box, or mechani- 
cal amusement device as herein defined by 
Section 1 shall be required to obtain a 
license from the City Clerk, upon payment 
of a license fee.

SLOTS FOR THE INSERTION OF COINS

No license shall be issued to any appli-

Section 7. Inspection. Application for 
license shall be made in duplicate, both 
of which shall be filed with the Chief of 
Police who shall investigate the location 
wherein it is proposed to operate such 
INSTRUMENT, ascertain if the applicant 
is a person of good moral character, and 
either approve or disapprove the applica- 
tion. One copy thereof shall be delivered 
to the City Clerk who shall submit the 
same to the City Council for approval or 
disapproval. 


Section 8. License Fees. Every EX- 
HIBITOR shall pay the following annual 
license fees to the City Clerk for the privi- 
lege of operating or maintaining for opera- 
tion each MUSIC box or mechanical amuse- 
ment device as defined in Section 1: 


MUSIC boxes—$10.00 per box. 


Mechanical Amusement Devices—$10.00 
per device. 
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Each license shall expire on the follow- 
ing April 30th.

Section 9. Display of License. 


(a) Every MUSIC box and device so 
licensed shall bear suitable identification 
marks * * * which shall be written by the

TO SUCH EXHIBITOR and such license 
shall be properly affixed to such machine 
so as to be visible at all times while ex- 
hibited for public patronage. 


(b) Such licenses may be transferred 
from one box or device to another similar

(c) If the licensee shall move his place 
of business to another location within the 
City of Lansing the license may be trans- 
ferred to such new location upon applica- 
tion to the City Clerk, giving street and 
number of the new location, and approval 
therefor being given by the Chief of Police. 


(d) When the business of a_ licensee 
is sold or transferred, the license or li- 
censes of such licensee may be transferred 
to the new owner or transferee with the 
consent of the Chief of Police. 


Section 10. Prohibitions and Restrictions. 


-(a) No person holding a license under 
this ordinance, his agents or employees, 
shall permit any person under the age of 
SIXTEEN years to play or operate nor 
shall any person under the age of SIX- 
TEEN years play or operate any mechani- 
cal amusement devices as defined in Sec- 
. tion 1 of this ordinance. 


(b) No person holding a license under 
this ordinance, his agents or employees, 
shall permit the playing of MUSIC boxes 
nor shall any person play licensed MUSIC 
boxes as defined in Section 1, between the 
hours of TWO o’clock and seven o’clock 
A.M. of any day, UNLESS THE VOLUMN 
IS CONTROLLED TO THE EXTENT 
THAT THE MUSIC IS NOT AUDIBLE 
OUTSIDE THE PLACE OF BUSINESS. 


(ec) NO PERSON HOLDING A LI- 
CENSE UNDER THIS ORDINANCE 
SHALL DISPLAY OR EXHIBIT IN ANY 
MUSIC BOX OR MECHANICAL AMUSE- 
MENT DEVICE ANY PICTURE OR 
MUSIC OF A SUGGESTIVE OR DEBAS- 
ING NATURE. 


Section 11. Revocation of License. Every 
license issued under this ordinance is sub- 
ject to the right which is hereby expressly 
reserved, to revoke the same should the 
licensee, directly or indirectly, permit the 
operation of any MUSIC box or mechanical 
amusement device contrary to the provi- 
sions of this ordinance, the ordinances of 
the City of Lansing or the law of the State 
of Michigan. Said license may be revoked 
by the City Council after written notice to 
the licensee, which notice shall specify the 
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violations with which. the licensee is 
charged, if after a hearing the licensee is 
found to be guilty of such vialotions. Five 
days’ notice of the hearing shall be given 
the licensee. At such hearing the licensee 
and his attorney may be present and sub- 
mit evidence in his defense.

Gentlemen: 


You instructed me to prepare and file a 
petition for the taking by condemnation of 
private property located in Block 110 of the 
original plat of the City, extending. from a 
north and south alley from Michigan Ave- 
nue to Allegan Street westerly a distance 
of 44 feet. Pursuant to such instructions 
I filed a petition in the Cireuit Court 
against Catherine McClellan as the owner, 
Angel Priggooris as her tenant ahd Archie 
Tarpoff, the sub-tenant of Mr. Priggooris. 


Mr. Priggooris has filed a motion ta dis- 
miss, in which the others have joined, and 
the matter was heard before Judge Hayden 
last week. After hearing the arguments 
of their counsel and myself the Judge 
filed an opinion in which he holds that the 
petition should be dismissed. The principal 
contention made was that the proposed 
alley would lead nowhere. You will recall 
it would begin at a north and south alley 
located within the block and that such 
north and south alley is in fact a private 
alley, not a public alley. It was contended 
that to make this 44 foot strip useful it 
must have its beginning at some public 
street or alley which, of course, was not 
the fact in this case. 


All the owners of property involved 
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should be included in the petition. In other 
words to continue an outlet to Capitol Ave- 
nue would require that the proposed alley 
extend an additional 75 feet or thereabouts. 


When I was sure you did not propose 
to take anything more than was set up in 
the petition I could only advise the Court 
that all the City wished was this strip, 9144 
feet by 44 feet. Under these circumstances 
I am inclined to believe the Court is right 
and unless we propose to extend the alley 
to Capitol Avenue or continue the north 
and south alley we should abandon these 
proceedings.

From Streets and Sidewalks Committees— 


Last week we were called to investigate 
several places where sidewalks had been 
broken and left in a hazardous condition 
by driving vehicles over the curb and side- 
walks in places other than driveways.

ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Ald. Russell, read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance to amend Section 1, 5, 7, 
8 and 9 of an ordinance entitled, ‘‘An Ordi- 
nance to control, regulate and license caba- 
rets in the City of Lansing, and to pro- 
vide a penalty for the violation thereof.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 1, 5, 7, 8 and 9 of 
an ordinance entitled, “An Ordinance to 
control, regulate and license cabarets in 
the City of Lansing, and to provide a 
penalty for the violation thereof,” are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 1. For the purpose of this ordi- 
nance, a “Cabaret” shall INCLUDE any 
ROOM IN ANY HOTEL, RESTAURANT, 
HALL OR OTHER PUBLIC PLACE 
WHERE MUSIC OR DANCING PRIVI- 
LEGES OR ANY OTHER ENTERTAIN- 
MENT, EXCEPT INSTRUMENTAL OR 
MECHANICAL MUSIC ALONE, ARE 
AFFORDED TO PATRONS IN CONNEC- 
TION WITH THE SERVICING OR SELL- 
ING OF FOOD, REFRESHMENTS OR 
MERCHANDISING. 


“Cabaret operator’? shall be deemed to 
mean any person, firm, corporation or as- 
sociation operating a cabaret as herein- 
before defined. 


Section 5. No such license shall be 
issued unless the premises for which ap- 
plication is made complies with all the 
laws and ordinances of the State of Michi- 
gan and the City of Lansing, and all rules 
and regulations of the Building Depart- 
ment, Police Department, Board of Health 
and Fire Department, and in the opinion 
of the City Council, is a safe and proper 
place to operate such business, nor shall 
any license be issued unless the applicant 
is of good moral character and is a suit- 
able person to conduct and operate such 
cabaret, and is a bona fide operator or 
owner of such cabaret, nor unless the ap- 
plicant is a citizen of the United States 
and STATE OF MICHIGAN and, in case of 
a corporation, unless the majority of the 
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shares of stock are owned by citizens of the 
United States. 


Section 7. The fee for each license for 
each place of business shall be $100.00 for 
each year. Every license shall expire on 
May lst of each year and pro rata credit 
shall be given for all licenses already issued 
to such business and paid for. 


Section 8. The City Council shall revoke 
any license already issued to the proprietor 
or lessee or manager of any cabaret upon 
proof of the violation by any such pro- 
prietor or lessee or manager of any statute 
of the State of Michigan for which violation 
a fine may be imposed or a sentence to im- 
prisonment in a state prison may attach 
or be imposed, or for which violation a 
sentence to confinment in the County Jail 
may attach or be imposed; and the City 
Council shall revoke any license already is- 
sued to the proprietor or lessee or manager 
of any cabaret upon proof of the violation 
of any ordinance of the City of Lansing 
regulating, controlling or in any way relat- 
ing to the construction of any such cabaret 
or of any ordinance regulating, controlling 
or jn any way relating to health sanitation, 
fire protection or the public peace or for 
the violation of any of the provisions of 
this ordinance. 


Section 9. (a) No cabaret shall be per- 
mitted to’ operate between the hours of 2:00 
A. M. and 7:00 A. M., Eastern Standard 
Time. 


(b) No licensee, by himself or another, 
shall permit his establishment to become a 
place for thieves, prostitutes, procurers, 
vagrants or other disorderly persons to 
congregate, loiter or resort. 


(c) No licensee, by himself or another, 
shall permit any gambling in his place of 
business or permit the placing or use of 
any gambling apparatus or paraphernalia 
in or about his premises, nor shall any 
licensee permit any disorderly conduct or 
lewd, obscene or immoral language, ex- 
hibition, dancing or entertainment on his 
premises, nor shall he permit any other 
conduct likely to corrupt the morals of 
youth. 


(d)} It shall be unlawful for any licensee, 
by himself or another, to permit the use 
of so-called ‘‘dim lights’’ and such licensee 
shall make use of bright lights at all times 
during such hours when lighting may be 
necessary. 


(e) No licensee licensed under the terms 
of the Liquor Act of the State of Michigan, 
to sell beer, wine and/or spirits and also 
licensed hereunder, shall permit any minors 
under the age of eighteen in or about the 
rooms set aside for dancing or rooms ad- 
jacent thereto. 


(f) No licensee, by himself or another, 
shall permit any intoxicated person or per- 
sons under the influence of intoxicating 
liquors to dance or loiter in his place or 
establishment. 


(g) No licensee, by himself or another, 
shall permit any dancing in any space ex- 
cept in such space especially set aside for 
dancing and approved for such use by the 
Chief of Police. 
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(h) Persons having charge of any prem- 
ises where alcoholic liquors shall be sold 
for consumption on said premises shall at 
all times keep the front windows clear of 
curtains, screens, or objects which would 
tend to obstruct vision into the establish- 


ment from the front and outside of the 


premises. 


No booths or private rooms shall be per- 
mitted which are completely enclosed, or 
capable of being permanently or temporar- 
ily completely enclosed or locked. All prem- 
ises where any alcoholic liquor shall be 
sold for consumption therein shall be ade- 
quately lighted by natural or artificial 
means. 


(I) AFTER THE HOUR OF 11:00 P. M. 
THE MUSIC SHALL BE CONTROLLED 
SO THAT THE SOUND THEREFROM 
WILL NOT BE AUDIBLE BEYOND 100 
FEET OF THE BUILDING IN WHICH 
SUCH CABARET IS LOCATED. 


(J) NO ALCOHOLIC LIQUOR SHALL 
BE OFFERED FOR SALE AFTER 2:00 
A. M. ON SUNDAYS OR AFTER 2:00 
A. M. UPON PRIMARY ELECTION, 
GENERAL ELECTION OR MUNICIPAL 
ELECTION DAYS, UNTIL THE POLLS 
ARE CLOSED.

An Ordinance to amend Section 9 of 
the Ordinance entitled, ‘“‘An Ordinance to 
license and regulate taxicab owners and 
taxicab drivers, to prescribe conditions 
under which they may do business on the 
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streets of the City of Lansing; to fix the 
rates of fare charged for the use of such 
vehicles, to provide for traffic regulations 
governing same; to require the installing 
of meters thereon, and to provide penalties 
for violation thereof.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 9 of the Ordinance 
entitled, ‘“‘An Ordinance to license and 
regulate taxicab owners and taxicab driv- 
ers, to presctibe conditions under which 
they may do business on the streets of the 
City of Lansing; to fix the rates of fare 
charged for the use of such vehicles, to 
provide for traffic regulations governing 
same; to require installing of meters there- 
on; and to provide penalties for violation 
thereof,”’ is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


Section 9. The driver or owner of any 
public taxicab licensed as aforesaid, may 
demand and receive for carrying passen- 
gers the following prices and no more, 
viz.: for the first one-third (1/3) of a mile, 
thirty cents ($.30), and for each additional 
one-third (1/3 of a mile, ten cents ($.10). 
The above charges shall be for one person, 
for each additional passenger carried, a 
charge not exceeding twenty-five ($.25) 
cents for the entire trip may be made: 
Provided, that no charge shall be made for 
carrying children under the age of twelve 
years when accompanied by paying pas- 
sengers; taxicabs hired by the hour may 
charge three dollars ($3.00) for the first 
hour and one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) 
for each and every hour thereafter; taxi- 
cabs held standing at the direction of a 
customer shall be allowed to charge ten 
cents ($.10) for each three minutes. Each 
paying passenger shall be entitled to have 
earried by such conveyance, without charge, 
any hand baggage not exceeding fifty (50) 
pounds in weight and for each piece of 
baggage weighing over fifty (50) pounds, 
twenty-five ($.25) cents may be charged 
and collected. 


The charges hereinbefore set forth shall 
be binding upon the owners and drivers 
of such taxicabs and any collection of fares 
in excess of said rates shall be punished 
as provided in this ordinance.

Gentlemen: 


Complying with your referrals to the 
Police Department on September 8th, on 
the following street intersections: Bingham 
and Kalamazoo; Grand River and Seager; 
and Shiawassee and Larch, to ascertain the 
need for a school traffic officer, I wish to 
report as follows: 


(1) At Bingham and Kalamazoo a check 
showed 41 elementary students and a group 
of junior high students crossing this inter- 
section. Traffic is very heavy and moves 
fast in this area. This neighborhood is 
very conscious of the fact that a child 
was killed near here last year. I believe 
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it advisable to station a man at this inter- 
section. 


(2) Grand River and Seager: This is 
a very bad corner. There are 27 elemen- 
tary school children crossing here, below 
the third grade, coming from the Grand 
River Trailer homes alone. Traffic does 
not slow up for these children. I believe 
“ erossing watchman should be stationed 
ere. 


_ (8) Shiawassee and Larch: A check of 
this corner revealed only 9 children cross- 
ing to go to Larch Street school. This 
corner is handled by Safety Patrols from 
Larch Street school. It also has the ad- 
vantage of a traffic signal. I do not be- 
lieve a crossing watchman is necessary at 
this intersection.

STALLED AT THE BASE OF EACH 
CONDUCTOR PIPE. 


Section 111. Sub-Soil, Foundation, Clear 
Water, and Absorption Tile Drains—Where 
sub-soil drains are placed under the cellar 
floor or used to encircle the outer walls of 
a building, the same shall be made of open 
jointed drain tile or vitrified clay pipe, 
AND THEY SHALL BE PROTECTED 
AGAINST BACK PRESSURE BY AN 
AUTOMATIC BACK PRESSURE VALVE 
ACCESSIBLY LOCATED BEFORE EN- 
TERING THE BUILDING SEWER OR 
DRAIN, OR THEY SHALL DISCHARGE

Gentlemen : 
The Council, on September 8, 1947, 


adopted the report of the Committee on 
Streets to close the 15-fot alley running 


east and west at the south end of Clifton | 


Avenue, beginning at the west end of Lot 
188 and running to the east end of Lot 239, 
South Gardens Subdivision, with the recom- 
mendation that such property revert to 
the owners residing within the City limits. 
Bearing in mind that the south side of 
this street is the south City limits of Lan- 
sing we are confronted with the question 
of whether the vacation of the City street 
can so provide. 


In Municipal Corporations, Section 1520, 
it is stated, ‘‘The first rule is that a street 
or alley cannot be vacated for a private 
use, ie. for the purpose of devoting it 
to the exclusive use and benelt of private 
persons or corporations.’”’ This case cites 
three Michigan cases upholding the rule. 
It is therefore my opinion that not with- 
standing the property on the south of such 
alley lies without the City limits it still 
cannot be vacated without one-half thereof 
passing to the owners on the south.

Lansing, Michigan. 
Gentlemen : 
In compliance with the resolution of 


Alderman Wiegandt dated September 15th, 
1947, I investigated the parking conditions 
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in the vicinity of the Church of God in 
Christ, located on Birch Street, between 
Olds Avenue and Albert Street, on Sun- 
day, September 21, 1947. On the same 


day I also investigated the parking condi- 


tions at the following churches: West- 
minster Presbyterian Church on North 
Logan Street; Potter Park Methodist 
Church on Dakin Street; and the Wesleyan 
Methodist Church on Magnolia Street. 


All of these four churches are located 
on streets of a narrow width and when 
parking is confined to both sides of the 
street, it reduces traffic to a one-way 
movement. However, I believe that the 
traffic on these particular streets on Sun- 
days is not of sufficient volume to cause 
a hazard and would not recommend that 
a parking restriction be placed on any of 
these streets during the time of church 
services. 


With conditions as they are in the 
world today, I believe that all efforts 
should be made to get people to church 
and the City should not interfere by tak- 
ing away the parking in the vicinity of 
the church buildings proper.

The 
district map and all notations, references 
and other information shown thereon are 
a part of this ordinance and have the same 
force and effect as if the district map 
and all the notations, references and other 
information shown thereon were all fully 
set forth or described herein, which dis- 
trict map is properly attested and is on 
file with the Clerk of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan. 


All territory which may hereafter be 
annexed to the City of Lansing shall be 
considered as being in the “A’’ One-family 
District until otherwise changed by ordi- 
nance, 


Except as hereinafter provided: 


(1) No building shall be erected, con- 
verted, enlarged, reconstructed or = struc- 
turally altered nor shall any land be used 
whiéh does not comply with all the district 
regulations established by this ordinance 
for a district in which the building or 
land is located. 


(2) No building shall be erected con- 
verted, reconstructed or structurally altered 
to exceed the height or bulk limit herein 
established for the district in which such 
building is located. 


(3) No building shall be erected, con- 
verted, reconstructed or structurally altered 
so as to intrude upon the area required 
for the front, side and rear yards as herein 
established; provided further, that no yard 
or open space on adjoining property shall 
be considered as providing a yard or open 
space for a lot wherever a building is to 
be erected. 


(4) No lot area shall be so reduced or 
diminished that the yards or other open 
spaces shall be smaller than prescribed by 
this ordinance, nor shall the density of 
population be increased in any manner ex- 
cept in conformity with the area regula- 
tions as hereinafter provided, nor shall the 
area of any lot be reduced below the mini- 
mum requirements herein established. 


(5) Every building hereafter erected or 
structurally altered shall be located on a 
lot as herein defined and in no case shall 
there be more than one main building and

SECTION 10 (A) 
Use Regulations 
“J” PUBLIC PARKING DISTRICT 


In the “J” Public Parking District, no 
building or land shall be used, and no 
building shall be hereafter erected, con- 
verted or structurally altered, unless other- 
wise provided in this ordinance, except for 
the public parking of automobiles. 


(1) Such Public Parking Districts shall 
be contiguous to a “D-M” Multiple Dwell- 
ing District or a district of lower zoning 
classification on at least one side; pro- 
vided, however, that there may be a pri- 
vate driveway or public alley between such 
“J” Public Parking District and any such 
“D-M”’ Multiple Dwelling or lower zoning 
classification. 


(2) Entrances, exits gnd parking drives 
shall be not less than twelve (12) feet in 
width and shall be over properties zoned 
“D-M”’ Multiple Dwelling or a lower zon- 
ing classification. 


(3) Such property shall be hard sur- 
faced and maintained in a usable dustproof 
condition. 


(4) Such property shall be used only for’ 


vehicle parking with no repair work wash- 
ing, greasing or sale of merchandise or 
servicing of any kind. 


(5) Such property shall be lighted in its 
entirety from. thirty (30) minutes after 
sundawn until thirty (30) minutes before 
sunrise to an intensity of not less than 
one and one-half (1.5) foot-candles nor 
more than five (5) foot-candles and such 
lights shall be so arranged and reflected 
as to cause no annoying: glare on adjoining 
properties. 


When such properties are closed to active 
parking, and used only for dead parking 
or storage, a protective minimum light 
intensity of two-tenths of one (0.2) foot- 
candle shall be maintained. 


A higher maximum intensity of lighting 
may be authorized hy a two-thirds vote of 
the members elect of the City Council after 
they have been notified by the Building 
Commissioner that such additional light- 
ing will not be a nuisance to adjoining 
properties. Such permission to be on a 
year to year basis. 


When any such property is emptied of 
all vehicles and so closed that no vehicles 
may enter then no lighting need be main- 
tained. 


(6) Wherever a parking district bound- 
ary adjoins property zoned for any residen- 
tial use, a dense shrubbery planting three 
(3) feet wide and at least five (5) feet 
and not more than eight (8) feet in height 
shall be maintained along such boundary 
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or a solid masonry: wall. not: less than three 
(3) feet nor more than four (4) feet in 
height shall be erected ref maintained 
thereon. 


(7) All street boundaries shall be treated 


the same as above, except such iy as _ 


are used for entrances or exits. 


(8) Necessary curbs or other protection 
against damage to adjoining properties 
shall be provided and maintained. 


(9) 1 Parking may be with or velo 
charge. 


(10) No sign shall be erected upon such 
properties except not more than one (1) 
sign at each entrance to indicate the opera- 


‘tor, the purpose for which operated, and 


the parking rates. Such signs shaH not 
exceed fifteen (15) square feet in area, 
shallenot extend more than ten (10) feet 
in height above the nearest curb, and shall 
be entirely upon the property so zoned. 


(11) Plans for the development of any 
property so zoned must be approved by 
the Building Commissioner before con- 
struction is started.

Gentlemen : 


We have recently completed marking out 
the parking stalls on the site of the old 
city market at Grand Avenue and Shia- 
wassee Street. This marking was necessary 
because of the fact that cars would park 
in this area in such a manner as to pre- 
vent other cars from being able to leave 
the parking area. 


Under our present system it is now pos- 
sible for cars to enter or leave the park- 
ing lot if the vehicles are properly parked 
in the painted areas. I have found, how- 
ever, in checking over this location, that 
there are still peop'e who persist in park- 
ing their cars improperly so that it is 
impossible for motorists of properly parked 
ears to get off the lot. Therefore, I believe 
it would be advisable for the City Council 
to consider amending the Traffic Ordinance 
whereby motorists would be ticketed if 
found improperly parked on this lot. 


This office has received numerous tele 
phone calls from people who have parked 
on this lot and due to the improper parking 
of cars had to wait from one to two hours 
before their owners would return to their 
cars. 


I trust that the City Council will con- 
sider an amendment to the Traffic Ordi- 
nance so as to give us control over this 
condition.

On Saturday evening, November 29th, 
the Police Department received a call that 
a pedestrian had been hit by a motor 
vehicle on Turner Street just north of the 
Pere Marquette Railroad tracks. 


The Police ambulance, in responding to 
this call, found the crossing blocked by a 
train and in order to give assistance to 
the injured pedestrian, it was necessary for 
the officers to carry their litter over the 
standing train to the injured man. It is 
conservatively estimated that the injured 
man laid on the ground 25 minutes and 
that the police ambulance itself was held 
up for 14 minutes before being able to cross 
the tracks. 


This condition definitely comes down to 
a matter of life and death and in view of 
the numerous telephone calls our office 
received today on the number of times that 
Turner Street is blocked by trains, I believe 
some definite action is necessary to pre- 
vent the unnecessary blocking of this cross- 
ing. 


Residents who are required to use Turner 
Street have informed me that it is not 
unusual] for them to be late for work due 
to this crossing being blocked at such hours 
of the day when traffic is going to or com- 
ing from work. 


If the City Council feels that it is desir- 
able, I would be more than glad to make 
a check over a 12 hour period on the 
amount of time that this street is closed 
to traffic due to train movements.

herewith,” are hereby amended to read as follows: 


ONE HOUR PARKING

Every driver of a vehicle or other conveyance traveling on any street intersecting any 
through street above designated shall stop such vehicle or other conveyance at the place 
where such street meets the prolongation of the nearest property line of such through 
street; subject, however, to the direction of any traffic control sign or signal or any police 
officer at such intersection. 


It shall not be necessary for a driver of a vehicle to stop at any stop street when a 
police officer or traffic control signal indicates that he may proceed. 


The Traffic Commission is hereby authorized and required to place and maintain or cause 
to be placed and maintained on each and every street intersecting a stop street designated 
above, and at or near the property line of the stop street, appropriate signs upon the 
streets, and in addition thereto may place and maintain any appropriate device or marks 
in the roadway, such signs, devices or marks to bear the word “Stop’’ and such signs to 
be located in such position, and to be provided with letters of a size to be clearly legible for 
a distance of at least one hundred feet along the street intersecting the stop street.

ORDINANCES 


Alderman Wiegandt introduced the fol- 
lowing ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An ordinance to amend Sections 802, 805, 
806, 807, 809, 813,° 814, 823, 825 and 984 
and to add a new section to stand as Sec- 
tion 826 and to repeal Section 808 of an 
ordinance entitled, “An Ordinance to pro- 
vide for the establishment of a Bureau of 
Fire Prevention and to provide officers 
therefor and to define their powers and 
duties: to provide penalties for the viola- 
tion of the provisions of this ordinance 
and to repeal all ordinances inconsistent 
with this ordinance.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 802, 805, 806, 807, 
809, 818, 814, 823, 825 and 984 of an ordi- 
nance entitled, ““An Ordinance to provide 
for the establishment of a Bureau of Fire 
Prevention and to provide officers therefor 
and to define their powers and duties; to 
provide penalties for the violation of the 
provisions of this ordinance and to repeal 
all ordinances inconsistent with this ordi- 
nance,’”’ are hereby amended and a new 
section to be known as Section 826 is added, 
said amended sections and new section to 
read as follows and Section 808 is hereby 
repealed. 


Section 802. (a) No person, firm or cor 
poration shall engage in the business of 
installing liquefied petroleum or other type 
of compressed gas system or equipment 
used in connection with such systems with- 
out first securing a license from the Chief 
of the Fire Prevention Bureau. Such li- 
censes shall be renewed annually and shall 
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be subject to revocation on violation of 
any of the provisions of this ordinance 
affecting such systems. 


(b) An application for a permit ac- 
companied by plans shall be made to the 
Chief of the Fire Prevention Bureau for 
all systems connected to liquefied petroleum 
or other compressed gas storage container 
or containers exceeding an aggregate of 40 
POUNDS OF LIQUEFIED PETROLEUM 
GAS. 


(c) In the case of systems of 40 POUNDS 
OR MORE OF LIQUEFIED PETROLEUM 
GAS the installer shall file a written notifi- 
cation with the Chief of the Fire Preven- 
tion Bureau indicating the date of each 
installation and the location of the prem- 
ises where such installation has been made. 


(d) ALL INSTALLATIONS WITHIN 
THE CITY OF LANSING SHALL IN 
ADDITION TO COMPLIANCE WITH 
THIS ORDINANCE AND ACT 207 OF 
THE PUBLIC ACTS OF 1941 OF THE 
STATE OF MICHIGAN AND OF THE 
REGULATIONS THEREUNDER MADE 
BY THE FIRE MARSHALS’ DIVISION 
OF THE MICHIGAN STATE POLICE. 


Section 805. Design Working Pressure 
and Classification of Storage Containers. 


(a) Storage containers shall be designed 
and classified as follows, provided that no 
container shall have a shell and head thick- 
ness less than 3/16 inch. 


Type A. Design working pressure—80 
pounds per square inch gauge minimum. 
(For gases with vapor pressure at 100° F., 
not in excess of 80 pounds per square inch 
gauge.) 


Type B. Design working pressure—125 
pounds per square inch gauge minimum. 
(For gases with vapor pressure at 100° F., 
greater than 80 pounds per square inch 
gauge and not more than 200 pounds per 
square inch gauge.) 


Type C. Design working pressure—200 
pounds per square inch gauge minimum. 
(For gases with vapor pressure at 100° F., 
greater than 125 pounds per square inch 
gauge and not more than 200 pounds per 
square inch gauge.) 


Section 806. No liquid storage container 
shall exceed 30,000 WATER GALLON 
CAPACITY AND NO MORE THAN ONE 
TANK OF THE AGGREGATE OF 30,000 
WATER GALLON CAPACITY CAN BE 
INSTALLED IN ONE LOCATION IN 
THE CITY OF LANSING. No container 
shall be located underground or inside any 
building. 


Section 807. Above ground storage con- 
tainers shall be located with respect to 
nearest building or group of buildings, or 
line of adjoining property which may be 
built upon, in accordance with the follow- 
ing table except that the Chief of the 
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Bureau of Fire Prevention may exempt 
minor out-buildings and buildings devoted 
exclusively to gas manufacturing and dis- 
tributing operations, from this require- 
ment:

MULTIPLE INSTALLATIONS OF 
LIQUEFIED PETROLEUM GAS IN CON- 
TAINERS AGGREGATING 125 POUNDS 
OR MORE SHALL BE LOCATED IN AC- 
CORDANCE WITH THE TABLE REGU- 
re TOTAL CAPACITY OF SINGLE 
TANKS. 


Section 809. Installation of Storage Con- 
tainers. Tanks installed above ground shall 
be properly supported with anchorage 
which will permit thermal expansion. 
Structural steel supports shall not be per- 
mitted unless properly fireproofed. 


Section 813. Safety Devices. Every stor- 
age and supply container, and every vapor- 
izer shall be provided with sufficient relief 
area which cannot be shut off by stop 
valves. Discharge shall be at a pressure 
not more than 125 per cent of the designed 
working pressure. The area of the relief 
and the size and length of the discharge 
piping, which shall extend to the outside 
air, shall be such that a pressure in excess 
of 150 per cent of the designed working 
pressure will be developed. Relief areas 
shall be as calculated by Fetterly’s formula 
for uninsulated pressure vessels and an 
exposure temperature of 1,200 degrees 
Fahrenheit as promulgated by the Bureau 
of Explosives of the American Railway 
Association. 


Section 814 is hereby repealed and Rule 
No. 18 of the Regulations for Liquefied 
Petroleum Gases, described and authorized 
pursuant to Act 207 of the Public Acts of 
1941, as amended, is substituted in lieu 
thereof. : 


Section 823. In domestic installations no 
gas shall be led into the building at a 
pressure exceeding 10 pounds. NO GAS 
IN THE LIQUID STAGE SHALL BE 
PIPED INTO ANY BUILDINGS. 


Section 825. Tank Trucks and Trailers. 
Tank trucks and trailers shall be classi- 
fied and constructed as described in Sec- 


tions 804 and 805. 


Piping safety devices, filling and the 
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loading and unloading of tank trucks and 
trailers shall be as specified for containers. 


Pumps of suitable design and properly 
protected may be driven by the truck motor 
power take-off or proper mechanical means. 
The pumps shall be equipped with suitable 
pressure actuated by-pass valves permitting 
flow from pump discharge to pump suction 
when the pump discharge pressure rises 
above a predetermined point. 


Every tank truck and trailer shall be 
provided with properly attached rear steel 
bumpers. The rear bumpers or chassis ex- 
tensions shall be so arranged as to ade- 
quately protect the tank, piping, valves and 
fittings in case of collision. 


ALL APPLIANCES USED IN CON- 
NECTION WITH LIQUEFIED PETRO- 
LEUM GAS SHALL BE OF THE AP- 
PROVED TYPE. 


ALL TRUCKS CARRYING LIQUEFIED 
PETROLEUM .GASES  TRAVERSING 
PUBLIC STREETS IN THE CITY OF 
LANSING SHALL TRAVERSE ROUTES 
DESIGNATED BY THE FIRE PREVEN- 
TION BUREAU AND TRAFFIC COM- 
MISSION. 


NO TANKS SHALL BE FILLED FROM 
TANK TRUCKS DELIVERING LIQUE- 
FIED PETROLEUM GAS IN THE CITY 
OF LANSING UNLESS SUCH TANKS 
BE EQUIPPED WITH AN APPROVED 
LIQUID LEVEL GAUGING DEVICE. 


RETAILERS OF LIQUEFIED PETRO- 
LEUM GAS SHALL BE REQUIRED TO 
SECURE A PERMIT FROM THE 
BUREAU OF FIRE PREVENTION. 
STORAGE OF LIQUEFIED PETROLEUM 
GAS AT RETAIL OUTLETS TO BE 
LIMITED TO AN AGGREGATE OF 1000 
POUNDS. 


Section 826. THE MULTIPLE INSTAL- 
LATIONS OF TANKS FOR THE TRUCK- 
ING OF LIQUEFIED PETROLEUM GAS 
SHALL BE LIMITED TO FIVE (5) IN 
NUMBER AND TO 500 POUNDS IN 
CAPACITY. 


Section 984. Fuel Oil Equipment. 


_ An approved domestic type oil burner 
may be supplied by gravity from two con- 
nected inside or outside storage tanks pro- 
vided neither tank exceeds 275 gallons 
capacity and they are connected to the fuel 
line by an approved 3-way valve. 


NOTE: Requirements for the installation 
of equipment for the use of flammable 
liquids as a fuel under boilers, furnaces, 
kilns, ovens and other apparatus are 
covered in this ordinance under the follow- 
ing sections: 


904, 907 and 908: Permits and ap- 
provals; 9138, 914, 952, 958, 954, 956, 
957, 958, 960, 972 and 980: location, 
construction and equipment of storage 
tanks ; 978, 974, 976, 977, 981, 983, 985: 
valves, piping and pumps. 
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Gravity feed to approved burners in- 
stalled in stoves and ranges is permitted 
subject to the following provisions: 


1. That no gravity tank exceed a capacity 
of six gallons. e 


2. That no glass bottle or metal tank of 
the vacuum feed type have a capacity in 
excess of 3 gallons, and that not more 
than two such bottles or tanks be connected 
to a single heating unit. 


3. That metal tanks as referred to in 
Paragraph 1 above be substantially con- 
structed and specifically approved for the 
purposes intended. 


4. That such systems be provided with 
suitable automatic safeguards to prevent 
flooding of the burner. 


5. That such gravity or vacuum tanks be 
located not less than two feet from the 
device in which the burner is installed, pro- 
vided the temperature rise of the oil supply 
at this distance is not excessive when the 
burner is operated at full capacity. That 
supply tanks be securely attached to non- 
combustible supports rigidly fastened to 
the floor or wall in such as manner as to 
minimize the possibility of mechanical in- 
jury due to accidental contact, jarring or 
vibration; and that such supply tanks be 
provided with means for determining the 
oil level which will not involve the possi- 
bility of leakage of oil. 


6. ALL STEAM BOILERS USING 
FLAMMABLE LIQUIDS AS FUEL MUST 
BE EQUIPPED WITH A LOW WATER 
CUT OFF SAFETY DEVICE. 


7 ALL HOT WATER SYSTEMS US- 
ING FLAMMABLE LIQUIDS AS FUEL 
MUST BE EQUIPPED WITH AN IM- 
MERSION TYPE AQUA STAT. 


8. MANUEL CONTROLLED DAMPERS 


IN SMOKE PIPES OF FLAMMABLE 


LIQUID FIRED APPLIANCES ARE TO 
BE REMOVED. ALSO ANY OTHER 
CONTROLS LOCATED IN SMOKE PIPE 
WHICH MAY BE DEEMED AN _ OB- 
STRUCTION BY THE FIRE PREVEN- 
TION BUREAU MAY BE ORDERED RE- 
MOVED. 


9. TANKS LOCATED IN BASEMENTS 
USED IN CONNECTION WITH FLAM- 
MABLE LIQUID FIRED HEATING AP- 
PLIANCES ARE TO BE LOCATED NOT 
LESS THAN 5 (FIVE) FEET FROM ANY 
OPEN FLAME APPLIANCE. DISTANCE 
TO BE MEASURED FROM THE OUT- 
SIDE JACKET OF APPLIANCE INCLUD- 
ING THOSE APPLIANCES WITH AT- 
TACHED BLOWER SYSTEMS. 


10. NO PERSON OR PERSONS, FIRM 
OR CORPORATION SHALL SUPPLY 
WITH FUEL OIL ANY TANKS OR CON- 
TAINERS FOR FUEL OIL BURNERS 
UNLESS SUCH FUEL OIL BURNERS 
AND EQUIPMENT SHALL HAVE BEEN 
APPROVED AS PROVIDED HEREIN 
AND PERMIT TAG ATTACHED TO 
SUCH TANK OR CONTAINERS.
